the entreaties of the girl's father and of the spiritual heads of the Jewish com- 
onjties in Prague and Lemberg were unavailing to prevent her conversion. It 
wr ared, too, that Herr Philipp would be unable to obtain at common law that 
which was due to his cutraged feclings. The entire circumstances, for- 
cade came to the knowledge of the Emperor of Austria, who, with that high 
sense of justice which is his noblest characteristic, gave directions that the gir! 
should be restored to her father. . His Ma jesty’s orders have now been garried 
aut, and it is to be hoped that the act of baptism to which Fraulein Philipp was 
exposed will be promptly annulled. The Emperor Francis Joseph, by his bene- 
solent action, has earned a fresh title to the affection of the hundreds of thousands 


if his Jewish subjects. 


Interesting items of information reach us now and again relative tothe con- 
dition of Jews in the far East. In .Manchooria, for example, there dwell many 
Jews, who, unlike the Russians, are not forbidden to travel through the country: 
These Jews are the intermediaries between the Chinese and Russians, and in 
industry and commerce they are said to rival the latter. A curious story, too, is 
tld by the traveller, Herr Jacob Obermaier, who at: present resides at Kasivin 
(Persia), as tutor to the brother of the reigning Shah. According ‘to Herr 
Obermaier, as many as ten thousand Jews in Meshed (Khorassan), were forced 
some thirty years ago to become Mahomedans. The populace had accused them 
of having insulted the memory of the holy Hussein, by dragging a dead dog 
through the streets on the anniversary of his death. The mufti retaliated by 
ordermg amassacre of the Jews, or as an alternative, the renunciation of Judaism 
Many of these converts still remain Jews in secret to the ‘present day. They. 
however, do not mix with their corelimionists, and are styled by the people, 
“G'did al Islam.” | | 


- The advice given to the East End Tailors by Mr. Lakeman, Inspector of 
Factories, should receive the attention it deserves. It isa fact that the Jewish 
tailors in London work longer hours than any other class of workmen. The rate of 
wages is exceedingly low, and it is only by slavish industry that body and soul 
can bé kept together. The bulk of the lower class of hands are in a chronic 
state of pauperisim. If the trade were better organised, it is thought, the pay 
world be greatly increased and the profits which now go to the middlemen 
would be more fairly distributed. 


It might be advisable for the Board of Guardians to appoint a colmmuttee to 
give attention to the question of wages and hours of labour. The functions of 
the Board include the prevention of pauperism as well as its relicf. The Jewish 
workmen are well known to be among the Teast inclined to organise for the 
purpose of aiding each other in obtaining better wages. In the tailoring, boot, 
ind cigar trades, the proportion of Jewish “ socicty’ men is extremely small, 
and there are a few trades where the wages range lower than in these. The Board 
of Guardians could also greatly assist in bringing pressure to bear upon the small 
masters in inducing them to improve the hygienic conditions under which they

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION IN BOARD SCHOOLS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘“‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sik.—Thrre is no doubt that during the past few years, the neighbourhood of 
Commercial Road and Mile End has become crowded with our coreligionists, In fact, 
so large has the number become, that four years ago the School Board for London 
recognised the advisability of making arrangements, whereby Hebrew instruction 


time there were about 200 Jewish children in Settles Street Schools and about half 
that number in Chicksand Street Schools, It was these schools that the Board 
determined to appoint Jewish teachers, and ordered that five hours in every week 
should be set aside for the special purpose of imparting Hebrew religious knowledge. 
Owing to the measures undertaken by the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of 
Religious Knowledge, three hours have been added, thus making a total of eight 
hours. In both of these schools, have the convenience and religious feelings of 
parents been fully considered by the Board, and these schools are now closed 
entirely on Jewish fasts and festivals. | 
As far as Settles Street Schools are concerned, I speak from personal experience, 
and I am sorry to observe, that, taking into consideration the plans resolved upon by 
both Jewish and Christian Boards, the results are not so satisfactory as might have 
bcen imagined. There are twice as many Jewish children in the schools, but when 
remembering the constant influx of Jews into the neighbourhood, it will be seen that 
this is but a moderate improvement. The greatest cause of complaint seems to me 
to be, that parents, despite the earnest endeavours that have been made in order to 
please them, do still think it necessary to send their children to schools more than 
a mile distant. This is, tosay the least, ungrateful. 
gentlemen who clamoured for the change, are among those who do not take advan- 
tage of if. | | 
Every thing has been done to please them, but without meeting with that suc. 
cess Which was promised. In one board Scshoolin East London there isa very great 
majority of Jewish children. There is surely ro reason why the same result should 
not attain in Settles Street, where there are similar facilities for giving Hetrew 
instruction.

these lines cannot repress the desire of attempting a tribute, however imperfect, 
to the memory of the lamented Baroness Lionel de Rothschild ; undeterred by a 
task which, under the circumstances, is no less difficult than painful to him, he is 
impelled by affection, by gratitude, and, above all, by a call of duty ; for it 
appears to him indeed an urgent duty to draw, for the encouragement of noble 
and ardent workers, at least the outlines of a career which once more has visibly 
proved that ‘‘ we can make our lives sublime.” | 


In personal appearance, dignity was that lady’s most striking attribute ; it was 
dignity far removed from pride ; if she knew what she owed to herself, she never for- 
got what was due to others ; and her imposing stateliness was partly supported and 
partly tempered by a play of countenance so wonderfully varied and expressive 
that it was able to depict the whole scale of human sentiments,from deepest emotion 
to serenest repose, from passionate grief to exulting delight ; the eye especially, 
now beaming and now flashing, sparkled, opal-like, in a hundred changeful lights, 
and revealed the workings of a soul ever wakeful, ever active. Who can describe 
the solemn pathos that countenance breathed when it mirrored some grave 
sorrow, or the fascinating sweetness it displayed when it reflected some sympa- 
thetic joy glowing in her heart ? | | 

Nor is it easier to convey a full idea of her remarkable and peculiarly com- 
plex character. Her predominating faculty was, perhaps, imagination. She 
surrounded the world with a halo of roseate light, and she lived in an atmosphere 
of beauty and goodness, which was all her own creation. She found, indeed, 
“tongues in trees, sermons in stones, and good in everything.’ And coupled 
with imagination was another quality no less incalculable—impulsiveness. She 
possessed, indeed, a large, and as years advanced an increasing, share of the 
“dry light” of the intellect and of shrewd penetration ; yet she allowed a wide 
‘dominion to feelings and impressions ; her antipathies were as strong as her sym- 
pathies, and occasionally both the one and the other asserted their sway against 
her will. But the restraining and controlling power was her heart ; on this she 
could fortunately rely for right guidance without reserve, and she could implicitly 
entrust to it the functions of balancing judgment. 

For kindness was the essence of her life, in which she moved and had her 
being ; kindness was the root of all her busy deeds and all her busy thoughts ; 
kindness endeared to her “the whole world of reason, life, and sense ’’—not all 
mankind alone, but every animal that gives its service to man, and every creature 
that breathes. Nay, she endowed with life the tree that bears fruit, the plant 
that blossoms, the herb that covers the meadow, and she bestowed upon all a 
love and an admiration which disclosed the unmeasured depth and extent of her 
sympathies. Never had the charms and wonders of nature a more enthusiastic 
votary. Asa genial sun calls forth nourishing grain and beautiful flowers, so her 
benevolence constantly started into life schemes of usefulness and improvement ; 
in these endeavours she knew neither rest nor pause ; no disappointment dis- 
heartened her, no success slackened her vigilance or zeal; onward and onward 
she pressed, “still achieving, still pursuing ;?’ there was never enough good 
done, there were ever new ficlds to be cultivated, ever richer harvests to be 
gathered and distributed. | 

jut though her heart embraced all that is huinan, it was with special affee- 
tion devoted to the young and the poor. It was not the helplessness of the young 
that chiefly prompted her interest ; it was her delight to watch every inborn 
or latent germ of ability, to foster it by aid and encouragement, and, if possible, 
to bring it to maturity for the happiness of the possessor and the benefit of the 
world. And her care for the poor had a source which was, perhaps, not so 
obvious to all—humility true and deep. She was thoroughly imbued with that 
fellow-feeling which is expressed and enjoined ia the Scriptures—“ the rich and 
the poor meet together,” for “have we not all one Father, has not one God 
created us”? These truths pervaded her as the sap pervades the tree. As God 
called the poor “ His people,” so she considered the poor, above all, as her friends 
and her kindred. How could otherwise be explained and understood that 
_ boundless charity which flowed like a perennial spring, and which she found it 
impossible to check or restrict, because her “ pity gave ere charity began”? She 
had ever present before her mind, not the privileges of wealth, but its duties and 
responsibilities, and noblesse oblige was one of the strongest motive forces 
of her conduct. She won happiness by making or sharing that of others. Who 


was there that ever approached her who did not experience her maternal benevo- - 


lence, her large-hearted generosity, her inexhaustible kindliness? When the 
writer of these lines came to this country, young and inexperienced, she was the 
first of her great family who befriended him, favoured and promoted his humble 
efforts, and made him soon feel that he was not a stranger in a strange land. 
May her soul be blessed in the realms of eternity! She was indeed a “ mother 
in Israel,” yet not for Israel alone. Guided by the fellow-feeling just described 
she hardly acknowledged any aristocracy but that of talent, and talent she 
recognised and honoured in the meanest rank. How many do not owe to her 
fervour and cordial interest a career of usefulness or a position of distinction— 
artists, scholars, writers, and skilful mechanics alike! : 

For, mindful that “man does not live on bread alone,” she never confined 
her thoughts to the material welfare of her less fortunate fellow-men ; the poor 
were not only to be fed, but to be taught, not only to be clothed, but to be 
trained, refined, and elevated. And in this glorious work of education she took 
herself, an active and eager part, by preparing a series of books all designed to 
unchain the miad from the the toil and narrowness of everyday life and to uplift 
it into regions of liberty and sunny brightness. She was well qualified for cat 
a task. Her intellectual gifts were of no mean order. By the aid of a wonder 
ful memory which was “ wax to receive and marble to retain,” and assisted by 


-anindustry which never tired, never flagged, she had accumulated stores of 


ideal exaltation. Her lessons were drawn from her own life and ex 


society familiar to her gave her ample opportunities ; and all she saw and | 
she utilised for the benefit of her young readers. There is not a single senten 
in her writings which does not bear the stamp of her specific individualit 2 


this was marked by two prominent characteristics—earnestness and q sail 


| Perience ; she 
first practised and then taught; and if, as Milton believed, whoever would 


“write well in laudable things, ought himself to be a true poem,” she had the 
highest qualification of a good writer, since, if ever any mortal, she might wel] 
be called a poem grind and noble—“a Psalm of Life.’ With this tone of mind 
her style was in singular harmony, It largely partook of the poetical ; it wag 
rich in adornments suggested by that vivid imagination which has above beer 
assigned to her, and chastened by a refinement of taste which sensitively felt the 
least negligence or even incongruity of diction. Her facility of Writing ag of 
speech—a facility which extended to all the principal modern languages—tpa 
extraordinary and astonishing, and often led to a most luxuriant Coplousness of 
expression. | 
But which were the lessons she inculcated, the virtues she enforced ? Multi. 
farious and diversified as they were, they may all be summed up in these two 
labour and charity. To the child she said, “ Work ;” tothe youth, “ Perseyere.» 
to the man, “ Struggle on, for labour conquers all ;”’ and everyone she exhorted 
“Love thy neighbour as thyself ;’ to his welfare devote thy heart and thy 
strength, for there is no happiness except in unselfish sacrifice.” Therefore, 
industry, conscientiousness, and, above all,duty were her watchwords ; love and 
charity were written on her standard ; and incessant were her admonitions to 


beware of the flight of time, so that the appointed task may be duly and fully 


accomplished. Thus her “ Addresses to Young Children” and “ From January to 
December ”’ must be read with the greatest profit by those who are anxious to 
stimulate their ardour for self-improvement by her moral vigour and energy, 
The nature of the subjects treated of in the last-named volume afforded her 
oceasions for displaying that sense of humour which often shone forth in spite 
of her fundamental seriousness ; and it allowed her, moreover, scope for those 
lighter graces of style, the effect of which, in connection with a_ sustained 
pathos, is often surprising. But she composed a work of a yet higher type— 
“ Prayers and Meditations ’—a work which, whether soaring high to explore the 
mysteries of Providence, or descending into the depths of the human heart and 
its holy emotions, is always worthy of these great themes and has been found 
powerful for edification, spiritual guidance, and comfort. Sie was sincerely 
attached to the faith of her ancestors and-she gloried in its spirit of lofty punity, 
but she did not enquire much into dogmas ; she believed that all creeds had the 
same kernel of charity and the moral law, and she held, with Pope, that his faith 
cannot be wrong whose life is in the right. Therefore, her religious Meditations 
have a breadth and a freedom whiclyremove them from the boundaries of a sect 
to the sphere of humanity and “ make the whole world kin.” ae 


It has repeatedly been observed since the time of Plato that every individual 
man bears within himself another purely ideal person, and that it is the task and 
mission of the actual man to transform himself, by every possible effort, so as to 
become identical with the ideal one. Now, the lady whose loss we mourn wag 
ever conscious of this struggle ; she carried it on resolutely, unyieldingly ; she 
held the day lost which did not bring her a new light, or did not help herto 
overcome some impediment to inward repose and screnity of mind, At last she 
triumphed. She had portrayed her ideal being in her books, and she might then 
have fearlessly invited the world to measure by that nigh standard her real life. 

This noble and precious life has, alas! ceased, and she has departed from 
us ; but she leaves behind “footprints"’ which, it may be confidently expected, 
her affectionate children will be the first and most eager to follow, and which will 


guide many honest strivers and workers to goodness, peace, and imperishable

The earthly remains of Charlotte, Baroness de Rothschild, were laid beside 
uaa of her husband, Baron Lionel de Rothschild, in the cemetery of the United 
6 eat Willesden, on Sunday last. The weather was phenomenal for March. 

Hardly a breath moved the 
vate leaflets of the trees. A flood of sunshine enveloped Gunnersbury House. 

oxical as it may sound, there was something appropriate in the bright aspect 
worn by Nature on thisday of mourning. Thousands were sorrowing for a bereave- 

stwhich had robbed thern of a most precious life. But for the departed spirit, as 
Vy from earth to “ where beyond these voices there ig peace,” there could be 
t but joy—Joy born of the consciousness of a life nobly planned and as

spent For her, Death had brought well-earned rest ; she had toiled 
resolutely and faithfully in her Master’s service, and now the sweet sleep of the 


diligent labourer was hers. Her petition had been granted her. She had prayed 


that she might die the death of the righteous, and lo! Death had come in mercy 


ind in blessing to crown a Career full of noble and fruitful endeavour. WAL 
mighty God,” she had cried, “ Thou who hast graciously given us life, and placed 
the love of it within our breast, support our weakness that we may, by the Grace 
of Thy Holy Spirit, make good and gentle use of its gifts, and having thus 
obeyed Thy Divine behest, be allowed to reach the threshold of death without 
fear or trembling, but draw near to it full of hope and faith.” In her soul there 
could have been no fear or trembling as her end approached ; oaly in the strongest 
fiith in Immortality could she have met it. Nature did well, then, to smile on a 
jeath so beautiful. The sunbeams descended from the sky like good angels to 
welcome the dead to her everlasting rest ; and the glory that decked the country- 
side was a fit emblem of the nobility that clothed her life as with a shining 
robe. 

The efforts of Nature to deprive death of its terrors were seconded by the 
tender solicitude of loving hearts. In Gunnersbury House there were but few 
of the “trappings of woe” to be seen. A dearly loved mother, a deeply che- 
rished friend, a gracious spirit had fled, and left many a bowed heart behind. 
But those who mourned remembered her life ; and the memory sufficed to take 
from death some of its grimness and its sting. The kindly feeling which per- 
vaded her every act found its fitting counterpart in the performance of the last 
ofices which mortals demand of their kind. It was not to hirelings that they 
were entrusted, but, as she had wished, to those she had known and trusted. 
She had died in the old dining-room of Gunnersbury House, and_ there 
the coffin, which was of plain deal, was placed. It was filled with full- 
blown roses, her favourite flowers, and wreaths reverently deposited 
by her children and grandchildren covered it. The wreaths bore most 
touching inscriptions. One from Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild was 
inscribed, “To my darling mamma;” another, “To my _ angel 
mamma—Alfred ;” a third, “ From Leo. and Marie to their darling mamma.” 
At the foot lay a smaller wreath, which bore the words “ From little Lionel to 
his darling grandmama,” and yet another with the inscription, “ To my beloved 
and darling grandmama—Beatrice.”’ These wreaths lay on the coffin until it was 
lowered into the grave. Nearly a hundred more floral tokens of exquisite beauty, 


composed of camellias, heartsease, lilies of the valley, Neapolitan violets, roses, 


water-lilies and primroses were sent to the cemetery. They filled 

three vans.

Representatives of the 
Aged Needy Society, the Sabbath Meals Society, the Hand-in-Hand Asylum, and 
other charities also attended. Lining the footpath in the cemetery were the 
pupils of the following institutions with craped banners: Jews’ Free School, 
Westminster Jews’ Free School, Stepney Jewish Schools, Jews’ Infant School, 
Borough Jewish Schools, Bayswater Jewish Schools, Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum, Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home, and the “Gates of. Hope,” the National 
Infant and the Villareal Schools of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation. Some 
inmates of the Hand-in-Hand Asylum were also present. ) oe 

The Funeral Service, which was recited by the Rev. E. Spero, Reader of the 
Central Synagogue, was that in ordinary use. It was supplemented, however, by 


the Chief Rabbi’s English version of the Prayer recited at houses of mourning. — 


This was impressively read by the Rev. S. Singer, Minister of the New West End 
Synagogue. In deference to the desire of the mourners, no address was delivered. 
On the coffin being lowered into the grave, which adjoins that of the late Baron 
Lionel de Rothschild, the sons of the deceased threw upon it, in accordance with 
the usual custom, some spadesfull of earth—an act in which they were followed 
by nearly all present. At the conclusion of the service in the Mortuary Hall, the 
relatives returned to take a last look at the grave ere it closed for ever over the 
mortal remains of their loving arid beloved mother. During the afternoon and 
on the following day the cemetery was visited by some thousands of persons. 
Thus, the last pious offices were performed for the Baroness Lionel de 
Rothschild. The vast and sympathetic assemblage that met on Sunday to pay 
her its final homage, proclaimed the extent of her sway over the hearts of her 
coreligionists. It will be long before that empire is weakened. Though she is 
dead, her memory will be gratefully and lovingly cherished by those whom her 
charity benefited, and by those whom she blessed with a revelation of life’s 


noblest possibilities. May that memory be ever fresh and green as was Nature’s | 


face on the day on which she was taken to’ her final rest! May it be ever a 
powerful impulse spurring others on to labour for humanity as she did! Then 
will an earthly immortality be hers, as well as a heavenly recompense. For she 
is not dead |

Harris, B.A, At the conclusion of his discourse, the preacher said he felt assured 


that, while obeying the promptings of his own feelings, he would also be responding 
toa wish which was general among his hearers, if he gave expression to the truly 
irreparable loss which the community had sustained in the death ofthe Baroness 
Lionel de Rothschild, and to the sorrow into which it had been plunged by this 
melancholy event. By the death of this eminent Jewess, a life of typically Jewish 
benevolence had been cut short, a career of singularly wide usefulness had been 
closed; a character of genuine piety had been removed from their midst, and an 
example had been bequeathed to posterity which posterity would not willingly let 
die, A life so identified with the wants and aspirations of her people must needs 
form a bright page in the communal annals of the last half century. The history of 
the progress achieved by Anglo-Jewish institutions and of the improvement effected 
in the condition of the masses during this period was, in great measure, the story of 
her life. But her memory would be most tenderly cherished in the numberless 
Jewish homes which she illumined with her presence. In the abodes of want and 
the haunts of poverty, where, as long as health held out, she was so familiar a 
figure, and more especially in the neighbourhood of that gréat educational institution 
where a large share of her life’s noblest work was performed, she would be missed 
with an aching sense of void, A life such as that was replete with instruction. It 
appealed to them with mute eloquence to emerge from the narrow circle of sordid 


aims in which so many of them revolved ; it urged them with a force which was 


well-nigh irresistible to bring themselves into hearty and close relationship with the 
needs and hopes of their poorer coreligionists ; and, unless it had been lived in vain, 


it admonished them solemnly not to fritter away their opportunities in selfish in-

might have coveted—and finding her way into those parts of outcast London, which, 
to judge from the commotion we have lately witnessed, one would think had been 
suddenly discovered about six months ago. Long before the news flashed upon the 
ublic mind that this huge city isinhabited by “Two Nations "—the rich and the poor; 
ong before it had become fashionable to. make journeys of discovery into the dark 
and unexplored regions of London, she had been the silent and unostentatious pioneer 
in the work of mercy, solving so much of the hard problem as came within her 
reach, and proving how the prosperity of the few may be made the blessing of the 
many, No court oralley so dulland dingy that she could not lend it a little cheer- 


- fulness’; no home so wretched and poverty-stricken that did not look brighter and 


more wholesome for her visit. One can almost imagine how, during those errands 
of mercy into many a gloomy abode “up the staircase moved a luminous space in 
the darkness,” | 
With what princely liberality, with what thoughtful and intelligent con- 
sideration of the necessities of others her bounties were distributed—this will 
probably never be fully known. ‘She opened wide her palm tothe poor, and 
stretched forth her hand to the needy.” God had blessed her abundantly ; but she 
regarded herself as the steward, not the owner of the wealth that lay within her 
control. She did not wait until the needy, driven by the pressure of want, forgot 
part of his self-respect and sued for alms: she stretched forth her hand to the 
needy. | 
One of the many forms which her benefactions took is sufficiently rare to jus- 
tify a word of more particular reference. It was her delight to seek out, to foster 
and encourage promising talent, wherever it struggled under adverse circumstances, 
Knowing that “slow rises worth by poverty depressed,’ she did her part to 
remove the burden that too frequently restrains aspiring merit. Single-handed 
often she rolled away the stone that was upon the mouth of the well. When others 


were thinking and talking about the need of education for the poor, she harnessed her- 


self to the work itself. What she did forthe cause of education generally, what sacri- 
fices she made on tehalf of that great school which now takes the foremost place in 
the country among institutions for primary education, how she devoted to it her 
means, her time, her labour, and her talents; how she endeavoured to inspire the 
teachers and the taught with her own noble example of self-denial and self-devo- 
tion ; how she tried to infuse something of refinement into the life and manners of 


her humble clients ; how she strove to raise the spiritual tone of a people too much 


inclined, I fear we must admit, to materialism, whose ideal of happiness is but too 
often that expres-ed in to-day’s Sedrah : ‘‘ The people sat down to eat and drink, and 


' they rose up to play;’’ how she did thse things, and a thousand otber deeds of 


wisdom and goodness, enhancing their value immeasurably by the manner in which 
they were done—all this is now part of our communal history. 

But what was not given to all the world to see, though it is well that all the 
world should know it, was that her family affections were as deep and strong as her 
charity was full and wide, She was not one of those characters whose philanthropy 


begins when they have closed the doors of their own houses behind them ; who are, 


as an Eastern proverb has it, like a lantern hung upon a high pole, which gives light 
to those at a distance, but leaves those who stand immediately beneath in darkness. 
In her unremitting care for her husband throughout his long and agonising illness, 
in her ardent attachment to her children, in her ever active sympathy with the joys 
and sorrows of all the members of her family and her household, she approved her- 
self again. a woman who feareth the Lord, who looketh well to the ways of her 
household, whose husband praiseth her, whose children bless her, whose works com- 
mend her within her own gates, | | 

A few years ago she broke down beneath the burden of self-imposed cares and 
duties. There are good grounds for believing that she might have lived longer had 
she lived less gloriously. We heara good deal just now of brave men dying or being 
mortally wounded in the fight. We admire them; we applaud them. But is there 
less of romance, is there le-s of glory in a life that received its mortal wounds while 
fighting the battle against human wretchedvess and ignorance, while struggling not 
to kill, but to save—to save body and soul? 

In one of her “ Addresses to Young Children "’—addresses which, by the way, 
might speak to the heart of many a child of larger growth—I find these words con- 
nected with the text with which [ commenced. The writer has been explaining that 
by a “woman who feareth the Lord” is not meant one who trembles before the 
wrath of the Omnipotent, but one who strives, though with many imperfections, to 


_ do the work He has set her ; and then she continues—she is unconsciously drawing 


her own portrait—* the woman who fears the Lord is keen and clear. sighted, strong 
and brave, yet mild and humble-minded, ardent in her faith, and in her adoration of 
the Heavenly Hand which has showered so many bless'ngs upon her, and graciously 
permitted that she should dispense them to all around, She shall be praised ; but 
do not suppose that by praise is meant the admiration of the public, the flattery of 


sycophants, the adulation of the world. The applause here spoken of is the earnest 


approbation of friendship, the radiant smile of delight, the tearful look of grati- 
tude, the fervent prayer of thankfulness, and the gently rewarding voice of con- 
science. That is appreciation far more eloquent, far more soul-stirring than all the

letter of condolence to Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild, the President of the United 
Synagogue. 


LIVERPOOL. 


On Sunday last a special service in aid of the funds of the Liverpool Hebrew 
Educational Institution and Endowed Schools was held in the Synagogue, Princes 
Road. The service was read by the Rev. H. Burman, the choral portions being ren- 
dered very effectively by the choir under the able direction of Mr. A. Saqui. The 
sermon was delivered by the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler (Delegate Chief Rabbi), from 
the text, ‘“‘ I shall not die, but live and declare the works of the Lord. The Lord 
hath chastened me sore ; but He hath not given me over unto death” (Psalm cxviii, 
17,18). When they considered that, though scattered to the four corners of the 
globe for many centuries, the Jews had not yet become absorbed and lost among the 
nations in whose midst they dwelt, but, despite the rupture of all the ties of a com- 
mon country and of a common government, still constituted a separate religious 
eommunion, acknowledging their kinship with their brother Jews throughout the 
world, the preacher said they had a right to maintain the doctrine that Israel was 
destined to immortality on earth. The pages of history recourited the endeavours 
that had been made to wipe them from off the face of the earth. Threats and — 
allurements, exile and torture, confiscation and massacre, degrading customs and 
debasing laws had been resorted to again and again, and had proved equally ineffect- 
ual, Referring to the recent persecutions of the Jews in Russia, he said that when 
tens of thousands of Jews were forced to quit their homes and seek their fortunes 
in distant and unknown lands, their brethren throughout the country were at once 


raised out of their torpor and lent a willing hand to smooth the way for the wretched 


refugees. Among those who laboured so nobly were both the Jews and Christians 
of Liverpool, who moreover occupied the foremost place in that good work, and he 
gratefully acknowledged how indefatigable were the labours of the commission con- 
stituted in this city in attending to the interests and comforts of the 8,426 refugees 
who arrived here. The London Committes fully recognised how much it owed to 
those in Liverpool for the energy and benevolence they displayed on that occasion. 
Archdeacon Farrar, in the course of a sermon preached at Oxford some time ago on 
the Jewish interpretation of prophecy, asked: “ Whatis Judaism now ?—its temple 
laid low, its altar fire quenched, and its ashes scattered; no longer kindling any 
enthusiasm, nor kindled by any hope.” Could they listen calmly to such a taunt ? 
A religion kindled by no enthusiasm ! Had the eminent Christian divine no word of 
sy mpsthy for that deathless band of martyrs who went to the stake by hundreds 
and thousands to attest their belief in the unity of God and their attachment to 
His precepts? No enthusiasm in a people who clung to their faith and studied their 
ancient records at atime when they were hooted and scared like the unowned dog, 
hunted with a hatred as fierce as the forest fires that chased the wild beast f:om its 
lair? No enthusiasm in a people which to this day willingly endured back-wound- 
ing and calumny, which manfully braved ridicule, aptly termed the martyrdom of 
the 19th century! No enthusiasm in a people which to this hour made untold 
sacrifices—alas! not with unanimity—to keep the heaven-commanded seventh-day 
Sabbath, to build synagogues and to maintainits schools! They would all, he was 
sure, readily acknowledge that if the immortality of Israel was to be preserved, if 
their religion was to live to the end of time, it became a duty of primary importance 
to uphold the schools where that religion was taught, wherein a knowledge of its 
tenets and its commandments was implanted in the hearts of the young. It was 
a source ef genuine satisfaction to all to whom their Judaism was dear, that they 
possessed in their midst so potent a factor in the well-being of the community as the 
Liverpool Hebrews’ Educational Institution and Endowed Schools. During several 
visits which the Chief Rabbi and himself had paid to this city they had the oppor- 
tunity of convincing themselves of the efficiency of the instruction there imparted ; 
and he was glad to find, on referring to the reports, that the standard was fully 
maintained. Her Majesty’s Inspector, in his last report, issued on the 12th February 
last, testified that the $89 children on the registers had been thoroughly and effi- 
ciently taught ; and he was glad to learn that the Rev. G. J. Emanuel testified in 
equally favourable terms as to the satisfactory nature of the instruction given in 
Hebrew and religion. A considerable deficit was annually incurred. The amount of 
annual subscriptions was only £260, whilst the expenditure was nearly £1,400, Be 
found that the number of seatholders in the two congregations was no less than 
400, but of these not more than 120 or 130 were contributors to the schools. He 
appealed to them not to content themselves with placing their contributions on the 
collection plate, but to signify their intention to become annual subscribers to the 
schools.

THE LATE BARONESS DE ROTHSCHILD. 

Now that the shock caused by the intelligence of the death of the Baroness 

bE Rotuscui.p has passed away, we are able to appraise in more adequate 

measure, the value and significance of her life. It was an ideal life—a life 
such as we are wont to picture to ourselves as the type of noble effort, but 
which we almost despair, nevertheless, of witnessing as a reality. She who 
lived that life had evidently formed a high conception of earthly duty ; but 
with a heart full of courage, she resolutely essayed to realize it. Her suc- 
cess is attested by her beneficent work and by the genuine grief with which, 
The mourners who 


her bereayed relatives alone, for with them went the heart of the community, - 
sorrowing for the beautiful, gracious spirit that has fled from it for. ever. 
‘We needs must love the highest when we see it;” andin CHaRrLorrTEe DE 
RotuscHip we have lost a noble woman who had long since won the affec- 
tion and the veneration of us all. The particulars of her munificent chari- 
table bequests, which we publish in another column, coupled with the wish 
conveyed to her sons that they should continue all her benefactions as in her 


lifetime, afford abundant testimony of her desire to carry her charitable 


deeds even beyond the grave. 


It is not, however, to indulge in mere panegyric that we pen these 
lines, When a life is crowned with the garland of unanimous admiration, 
praise is superduous, In referring once more to the Baroness pg Rotx 
SCHILD’s labours, our object is chiefly to indicate their significance as an 
example of what vigorous and wisely-directed acts of benevolence can’ achieve. 
Let us honour her for the open-handed generosity which testified to the 
Let us honour her, too, for the rare 
self-abnegation which prompted her to descend from her high station, and, 
so to speak, to cast in her lot with the poor and the lowly. But when we 
have done this we shall still not have entirely paid the tribute that is her 
due. For united to her charitable instinct and her forgetfulness of self was 
that practical wisdom, without which even benevolence is too often sterile. 
Impulsive by nature, she was yet strong enough tocheck the promptings of 
her kind heart, when she saw that their free indulgence would have been 
productive of harm, rather than of benefit, to the poor, Who will learn this 
lesson from the dead? For fifty who readily dispense their bounty at the 
cry of distress, there is scarcely one who will bear the pain of withholding 
it until its necessity is established. It is easy enough to give money, but 
difficult to give it wisely. Still more irksome is it to give thought to the 
poor—to study their wants and capabilities, and to devise the shape which 
charitable help should take, if itis to be really effectual. But this is what 
the Baroness pE Roruscuip did, and did so well. Not only was she careful 
to confine her benefactions to the deserving ; but she gave them the form 
calculated to confer tangible benefit upon those that received them. The 
mere relief of distress, or even the comforting and the healing of. the sick, 
were not the sole object of her endeavours. She extended a helping hand to 
many a young musician who, but for her aid, might have discovered only too 
surely how poverty can wither and kill the aspirations of the artistic nature ; 


and the school—that glorious stepping-stone to independence—had no more 


liberal friend. To mingle prudence with charity, in the interests of the 
needy themselves, is the first lesson that may be deduced from her life. 


No less notable is the example it affords of what a woman can do to 


increase the stock of happiness in the world, if only she be earnest, self- 


denying and resolute, The Baroness pz Roruscuiip had splendid oppor- 
tunities, no doubt. Despite the assurances of the moralist, the key of gold 
can unlock for many a wounded spirit the gates of healing and of peace. But 
we shall ill judge Caartorre pe Rotuscnip if we think that the success 
of her philanthropic labours was wholly or even in great part due to her 
wealth. Just as she was accustomed to exercise judgment in dispensing her 
pecuniary gifts,so she supplemented those gifts by personal visits to the homes 
of the poor. It was this practical benevolence, joined to her anxious considera- 
tion of the resources and true needs of the poor that made her benevolent 
work so fruitful in blessing. Shall not her example stir up her wise-hearted 
suiters to tread in their turn the path she beat out for them? Though not 
so wealthy as she was, they are yet endowed with the powers with which she 
wrought her wonders.

If CHARLoTTE DE RoTascHiLD 
could perform such tasks, despite the allurements of wealth and luxury which 
threatened to hold her captive, why should not her sisters of lower degree 
attempt them, seeing that they are less exposed to such temptations ? If she 
could be humble and helpful, why should they not be humble and helpful like- 
wise? Weare all desirous of bearing witness to our admiration of her pious 
efforts. . We are all anxious to show that the melody of her life has not fallen 
on dull, unsympathetic ears. Women, at least, may have their wish by con- 
tinuing the work she inaugurated, and by carrying help and consolation to 
the stricken and the sorrowful. In one sense that work will live on, and 
with it the memory of her who initiated it, for it is safe in the dutiful care of 
her loving sons. But if the fullest blessing is to spring from her labours, 
they must inspire many a woman to imitate them. 

Such an imitation would have been a joy to the dead ; it cannot but be 

a source of satisfaction to the members of the distinguished family which 
Death has so eruelly bereaved. For the present they have the knowledge 
that the entire community deeply sympathise with them in their sorrow, to 
strengthen and sustain them. It is a knowledge worth having. To possess 
a people’s respect, to be bound to them by those subtle ties which help to lift 
the burden of private grief by awakening the consciousness of its being 
shared by thousands—to find joy intensified by the thought that it has 
become the happiness of the multitude—this is a precious privilege which no 
sacrifice can purchase too dearly. This privilege the House of RoruscuiLp 
have won, and deservedly won. Their joys and griefs are the joys and griefs 
of the community ; and they have created this sympathy by persistently 


identifying themselves with their race and faith, May this tradition of the 


House ever be kept sacred! She who was laid to rest last Sunday, and _ the 
dearly loved consort by whose side she sleeps, faithfully cherished it ; and

| PARIS, 101TH MAECH, 1881. 

At the time of the foundation of the Socicété des Etudes Juives, I heard doubts 
expressed in many quarters as to the stability of the institution. It was feared that 
the studies to which the new Society intended ‘to devote itself would be too special, 
and might, perhaps, be too dry to meet with effective support. But the founders of 
the Society, penetrated by the necessity of studying Jewish history not alone in its 
great features, but also in its lesser details ; convinced likewise that the Society 
would render immense services to Judaism by making known the intellectual work 
which has been continued through some of the most sombre epochs in our history 


did not allow these doubts and fears to impede them in the work they had initiated 
The Society is now in the third year of its existence ; its members are increasing — 


daily, the contributors to its publications are becoming more and more numerous, 
and it already occupies an important place among the several learned societies of 

France. What has certainly contributed to this success is the spirit of scientific 


‘Sincerity and impartiality which presides over its labours, So true is this that the 


Society, which was organised by Jews for the purpose of devoting itself to exclu- 
sively Jewish studies, numbers among its members and its most active collaborators 
many of the most eminent Christians in various countries. This co-operation is as 
honourable to the Society itself as it is to the Christian sarants whose names figure 
in its works, 

The operations of the Society include the delivery of periodical lectures, The 
series of these lectures was opened by M. Adolphe Franck, Professor at the College 
of France, who was succeeded by Dr. Leven, M, Renan, and M. Astruc, Honorary

It was thus seen 
of the story of Shylock, whether an oriental or an occidental origin he attributed ty 
it, had no special relation to the Jewish race. Whatever it may have been. this 
legend reached Europe from different quarters. First there was the Slay story i 
which the creditor cut off from the debtor a portion of his ton 
Egyptian and Persian legends of the same character, but not a word was mentioned 
therein about the Jews. It was in England, during the thirteenth century, that the 
Jew for the first time played a part in this story. It was related that when the

Little by little this story spread among 
the people, and in 1579 it was represented onthe stage. Shakespeare did not publish 
his ‘“ Merchant of Venice” until 1600, although the play may have been performed 
for the first time about the year 1595. In any case he was not the first to put on the 
stage this legend cf Shylock, for it had been known throughout England long before 
his time. But this Shylock, did he personify for Shakespeare the entire Jewish 
nation? Certainly not ; no more, in fact, than Iago typified the Italian, or Macbeth 
the Celtic race. It was an error to suppose that a dramatic author ever wished to 
make any of his characters a representation of a whole nation. Otherwise every 


nationalities, overwhelm them with raillery and sarcasm? The Prince of Naples, 
the Count Palatine, the young English Baron, the Frenchman and the German, all 
these were severely judged. It w. uld, however, be absurd to pretend that in throw. 
ing ridicule on all these personages, Shakespeare intended to ridicule the nations to 
which they belonged. It was, therefore, altogether absurd to imagine that in the 
eyes of the English dramatist Shylock represented the whole Jewish people, Be. 


which animate him, and the motives which inspire his action, that Shakespeare 
wished to justify the Jew for bis animosity against his debtor, (Cheers). Shylock 
was not a sanguinary man, anxious to gloat over the sufferings of a Christian; he 
was an unhappy individual, desirous of revenging himself for the outrages inflicted 
upon him and upon his entire race. For the purpose of taking account of the 
favourable modifications which Shakespeare introduced into the character of the 
Jew, it was necessary to compare Shylock with Barrabas. “ Barralas, or the Jew 
of Malta,” was performed on the English stage at the same time as Shakespeare had 
written his “Merchant of Venice,” This Barrabas was a greedy, ferocious, and 
sanguinary Jew, who did not recoil before any crime in order to satisfy his passions, 
He poisoned his daughter, put to death an entire convent of nuns, left Malta, which 
was besieged by the Turks, and promised the besiegers to deliver up the town to 
them if they would appoint him its Governor, and permit him to massacre the Chris 
tians. This play, in which Barrabas employs language of a most revolting cynicism, 
and acts with great ferocity, was being performed in 1594 with considerable success, 
This success was partly due to an event which had occured at that period, and which 
had aroused against a Portuguese Jew the indignation of the English people, 
Rodrigo Lopez, a Jew, physician to Queen Klizabeth, had formed the plan, with the 
view to serving the interests of King of Spain, of poisoning the Qucen of England. 
The plot was discovered, and Lopez was put to death. Thepopulace, in order to give 
expression to its anger against the traitor, went to the theatre, where it applauded 
“the Jew of Malta” to the very echo. It was at that moment when the popular 
fury against the Jews had reached its height, when the English were crowding the 


one of the greatest of criminals, that Shakespeare showed the people a ‘Jew, a 
hated because he was hated, who desired to be revenged because he was vilified all 
outraged, who, in one word, displayed sentiments which every Christian might have 


the Jews at that epoch, the humiliations which they endured, and their bitter resent 
ment against all those who treated them with revolting injustice. It could easily 
be seen that at bottom Shakespeare approved of Shylock, and deemed his anger to l¢ 
just. The words which he put in the mouth of the Jew well explained his ange 
against Antonio : |

THE JEWS IN SMYRNA. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


SMYRNA, Maron 8, 1884, 


It is the habit of many persons in Western Europe to regard the Torks asin — 
tolerant, fanatical, almost inaccessible to progress and to the benefits of civilisation 
and as persecuting with the utmost animosity everybody who is not a Mussulman’ 
How inaccurate is this estimate of the character of the Turk may be gathered from 
the following factg, 


For the last two years the Jewish community in Smyrna have been threatened 
with the expropriation of their ancient cemetery, which is of vast. extent, and the ’ 
occupation of which by the Jews can only be justified on the ground of their having 
held it ab antiquo, since there are no documents extant to prove their ownership 
This state of affairs gave rise to a conflict between the local authorities, who 
have taken possession of a portion of the cemetery, and the Jewish consistory to 
whom this desecration of their burial place is most repugnant, Representations, 
almost without number, as I informed you from time to time, were made to the 
authorities on this subject, but without effect, since our community, as T have just 
observed. could only advance a moral claim to the possession of the cemetery. The 
question has at length been settled by no less a personage than the Sultan himself 
in a sense most favourable to the Jews. His Imperial Majesty has issued a firman’ 
by virtue of which he cedes gratuitously to the Jewish community, ground to the 
extent of 130 donoums, which embraces a large portion of the cemetery. But to avoid 
future disputes, and to prevent the profanation of the graves, the community will at 
its own expense have to enclose the cemetery bya wall. We cannot sufficiently con- 
gratulate ourselves on this happy solution of the difficulty, nor praise too highly the 
magnanimous sentiments of the Sultan towards his Jewish subjects in Smyrna, 
thirty thousand in number, whereby he has earned a fresh claim to their undying 
gratitude. | 

The.second incicent which I have to report is still more characteristic, The loca) 
Committee of the Alhance Israélite having requested our Governor-General, Nachid 
Pasha, to take under his distinguished patronage the ball which was about be given 
‘n aid of those schools, his Excellency not alone accepted this patronage, but spon- 
taneously offered his palace as the Jocal for the féte. Such an occurrence is un 
parallelkkd in the annals of this country, When, therefore, some of the old school of 
Turks in this city got wind of the offer, they hastened to point out to the Governor- 
Cieneral the gravity of the step he had taken, and urged him to withdraw his offer 
so that he might not wound local prejudices. His Excellency, however, declined to 
recall his word, and having referred the matter to a high quarter, he received 
from Constantinople a reply thoroughly approving of his benevolent intention, 

The ball was consequently heldin the salons of the Governor-General’s palace, within 
afew yards of the Grand Mosque,and under the very windows of the harem. The 
Ball Committee was presided over by his Excellency General Salih Pasha, Commander 
wn Chief of Anatolia, and numbered among its members the notabilities of the 
various communities of Smyrna. Madame Alexander Sidi, who shared with the 
Governor-General the patronage of the ball, did the honours of the féte, with the 
assistance of her charming daughters. It is scarcely necessary to add that under 
such conditions the Jewish ball went off with unusual éclat, and that an assembly, 
as numerous as it was select, and including the civil and military authorities and the 
majority of the foreign consuls, honoured the entertainment with its presence. On 
the arrival of the Governor-General, he was received by the Alliance Committee, who- 
presented him with an address of thanks, In his reply, Nachid Pasha gave utterance 
to the following significant words : 


“Jn accepting the patronage of this charitable féte, and in placing my official 
-ypesidence at, your disposal, I did but conform to the enlightened and bofty sentiments 
of my august sovereign, who knows of no distinctions between the various races that 
‘ve under his wgis, and who displays towards all alike true paternal benevolence,” 

The scene in the ball room was a brilliant one. The decorations, illuminations, 
handsome teilettes, the harmony of the costumes, and above all, the thought of the 
victory achieved over obsolete prejudices, all contributed to put the visitors in the 
highest of spirits, and to spread as it were a magnetic current of fraternisation 
emong these representatives of different races and creeds, £0 thoroughly enjoyable - 
was the bal that dancing which commenced at ten o'clock in the evening, did not 
conclude until seven the next morning.

~The moral to pe drawn from these events is that the Turkish Government, in 
spite of the defects in its administration, is imbued with ideas as large and as liberal 
as obtain in the most civilised Western countries, and that our coreligionists in the 
East may consider themselves fortunate in living under euch a régime, Those who 
know this country cannot help smiling when they call to mind the pretext on which 
Russia declared war against Turkey in 1877, Russia pretended that it was fighting 
for a holy cause, and posed as the champion of liberty of conscience. This pretence 
cannot but remind us of the proverb, “We see the mote in the eye of our neighbour, 
but do not perceive the beam in ourown.” Such is the case with Russia, which, 
while protecting Eastern Christians, commits at home the most frightfal atrocities 
upon its unfortunate Jewish population. Between Cossack and Turk I infinitely 
prefer the latter, who is kind by nature, tolerant, honest and loyal. This is, in 
fact, the character of the entire Turkish nation, which Europe has eo deeply 
wronged.

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THE SULTAN AND THE JEWS, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


CONSTANTINOPLE, 7TH MARCH, 1884. 


As areccmpense and solace for the tragic events which our community 
experienced during the past year, for the terrible conflagration at Haskeui, for the 
catastrophe at the Galata School, for the internal dissensions in the community 
which have prevented the Jewish population in this city from making any sen- 
sible progress, we have been graciously favoured for some time past with the 


"generosity and solicitude of the Sultan. This generosity and solicitude on the 


part of our beloved ruler have brought comfort to the poor burnt-out Jewish 
families, who are now as comfortably settled as the extent of the disaster would 
permit. Butis not to charity alone that the interest of his Imperial Majesty in 
his Jewish subjects islimited. Several honourable distinctions have of late been 
conferred on Jewish notabilities in this city and in th: provinces, and if I have 
not spoken of them ere now, it is because I believed that the enumeration of 
these honours would scarcely interest the Jewsat large in Western Europe. But 
the mark of Imperial favour which has this day been bestowed on one of our 
coreligionists, is of great importance, the more so since it is unique in Turkey‘ 

But very few hours have elapsed since Dr. Elias Bey, oculist to the Sultan, 
was promoted to the rank of Pasha. This promotion is thoroughly deserved, and 
does honour not only to Oriental Judaism, but also, although indirectly, to the 


"entire community at large. I do not think it necessary to eulogise here the 


career of Elias Pasha, asI have frequently referred to him in my previous letters. 
It will suffice if I briefly mention that he is a true-hearted Jew, a distinguished 
member of his profession, and an eminent authority on diseases of the eyes and 
ears. He is beloved and respected by all who have the pleasure of his 
acquaintance. 

What, however, lends the greatest significance to this distinction, is the 
striking proof it affords of the great confidence which the Sultan reposes in the 
Jews. This is not the first time that I have had tocall attention to this gratify- 
ing fact, and your readers will doubtless remember the observations I made in 
my last letter to the effect that his Majesty the Sultan Hamid has on various 
occasions expressed by word and by deed, officially and otherwise, his high 
regard for the Jews dwelling in his dominions. 

Though of minor importance compared with the honour bestowed upon Dr. 
Elias Bey, another well-known and esteemed member of our community has 
just received a well-merited reward at the hands of the Sultan. The gentleman 
to whom [I allude is David Molcho Effendi, First Dragoman to the Imperial Divan 
who has been decorated with the Order of the Medjidie, Second Class. 


JEWISH HIGH SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 
Mr. S. L. LEE delivered a lecture on the “ Greatness of English Poetry ” at these 


‘schools on Thursday evening, March 13th, The chair was taken by the Rev. A. 


Lowy. 


Mr. Lee, after commenting on the largeness of his subject, attempted to define 
severally the matter and substance, and the manner and style of poetry. He pointed 
out, from a number of examples, that in substance pcetry was to bé regarded as an in- 
terpretation of nature, and of human nature or life by means of the power called the 
imagination, which was capable of giving new and beautiful shapes to all things, 
and thus exciting in ourselves new and beautiful ideas, Prose might occasionally 
deal with the substance of poetry, as George Eliot’s prose often did, but was not 
poetry because it lacked the poetic style, which imposed definite laws on the arrange- 
ment of the words, so as to produce a sure musical effect. Mr. Lee quoted many pas- 
sages from Shakespeare, Milton, Tennyson, Shelley, and others, to illustrate the musical 
quality of the poetic style in England. As for the uses of poetry, it was capable of 
increasing the pleasures of life and lessening its cares. Mr. Lee then traced the 

owth of English poetry from Chaucer, through Shakespeare, Milton, Dryden and 
lake, to the nineteenth century, indicating the relation that its flourishing periods 


bore to the national lifeand thought. In conclusion, the lecturer showed what was 


poe poet's place in modern life, and how he dealt with the perplexing problems of the 


Votes of thanks to the lecturer and the Chairman closed the proceedings.

OxForD.—In June next there will be an Election at Wadham College to a 
Scholarship on the foundation of Dr, Hody, the examination for which will be in 
the Hebrew language and literature.

It 
is tenable in the first instance for two years, but if the conduct and industry of the 
scholar are satisfactory, this term will be prolonged to four years, and in certain 
special cases a fifth may be added, An Exhibition of £30 or £40 a year, tenable on 
the same conditions as the Scholarship, but without limit of age, may be 
offered to any candidate who does well in the examination. In the 


examination, which will begin on Tuesday, June 3, at 9.30 a.m., papers will be set on 


the following books :—1, Exodus i-xx. Deuteronomyi-xx. 2. Isaiah i.-xxv. 3. 
Psalms xlii.-lxxii. There will also be papers of composition in Hebrew, of passages 
for translation from unprepared books, and of questions in Hebrew Grammar, A 
knowledge of Syriac or Chaldee may have weight in the examination, but will not 
be allowed to compensate for deficiency in Hebrew. Candidates will have an oppor- 
tunity of showing their knowledge of Greek and Latin, and they will be required 
in any case to satisfy the Electors of their ability to pass the ordinary examinations 
of the University. In case of there being no candidate of sufficient merit to be 
elected a Scholar, the Warden and Fellows have power to postpone the election, or 
if they think fit, to award an exhibition of smaller value than the Scholarship, Can- 
didates who have not exceeded twenty years on the day of the election, must send 
their names to the Warden by letter, not later than May 24, and call on him, with

BERLIN, MARCH 

In to-day’s sitting of the Lower House of the Prussian Diet, Herr von Putt- 
kamer, Minister of the Interior, replying to an interpellation from Herr Zelle in 
regard to the recent anti-Jewish riots at New Stettin, gave a report of the events 
as received from the governor of the province. The Minister maintained that 
stones were thrown last Saturday from a house inhabited by Israelites at New 
Stettin, and added that everything had been done to prevent a recurrence of the 
disturbances. Herr von Puttkamer declared that no official had been guilty a 
neglect of.duty, and that needless excitement hud becn caused by the 
precautionary measures taken by the authorities on Saturday on the return of the 
four Jews acquitted of the charge of sctting fire to the synagogue at New Stett. 
Herr von Puttkamer, in conclusion, said that, while regretting the outbreak, : 
deplored even more the alarmist and exaggerated reports published on the sud- 
ject by the newspapers. In the course of the debate which ensued Dr. Haene 
was called to order by the President, for having described as infarnous an allusion 
to Dr. Lasker made by Herr Sticker, the Court Chaplain.

Infanticide is now regarded with abhorrence ; it is jastly 
wale as murder ; in former days it was not even looked upon as a disgrace. 
reece and Rome were the most gifted and greatest of ancient Empires. Their 
ndeur and their wisdom did not save them from committing this atrocity. In 
Sparta the law directed that when a child was born the father was to carry it to 
sm appointed place to be inspected by the elders of the community. If they 
ceived that its limbs were straight and its appearance healthful, they returned 
it to its parents to be reared ; otherwise it was thrown into a deep cavern at the 
toot of the mountain Taygetus. In the other Grecian Republics a similar disre- 
regard .of infant life was shown. If the infant was sickly it was instantly 
tilled ; if not, the father was only taken to see it on the ninth day, and if on 
seeing it he stooped down and took it into his arms it was brought up. But if he 
did not do this, the little Greek child was exposed in the open air upon some hill- 
ide and there left to perish by starvation, unless some one saved its life for the 
purpose of rearing it for a career of slavery or infamy. It was the same in 
Rome. So completely had luxury eaten away the natural instincts in one class, 
deep and degrading was the misery in another, that parents continually 
exposed and abandoned their children. Nay, the noblest of the Romans—Con- 
suls, Censors, and Praetors—were guilty of this hideous crime. You have often 
heard the famous line quoted with approbation : 
Pomo sum: hunani nihil a me alienum puto. 


“Tamaman, and nothing that concerns mankind is forcign to my feelings.” 
When these words were first spoken in the Roman theatre they evoked the loud- 
et applause. This apophthegm is uttered by the very father who had rebuked 
his wife for her foolish weakness in exposing rather than killing their female 
babe. And this outrage of child-murder still exists. How many mothers flung 
their baves into the floods of the Ganges until India came under British rule! 
In China, in spite of all her learning and the thin veneer of her outward polish, 
this practice still prevails to a frightful extent. A few years ago a French 
nobleman found seven dead children during a short morning’s walk in the envi- 
rons Of Canton. Nay, how have modern philosophers acted in this respect ?

and this became the nucleus of the Orphan Asylum erected in Goodman's Fields, 
which, subsequently, eight years ago, was united with the Jews’ Hospital, 


established for a kindred purpose. At present 245 children are housed, fed, 
clothed and educated at Norwood, and trained to earn hereafter their honest sub- 


sistence. This Institution will shortly hold its anniversary festival ; the managers 
have issued their appeal and await its result with much anxiety. 

It may be argued, that I have this da 
the Jews’ Hospital shelters children whose parents are still alive. But a few 
moments reflection will convince you that though there may be a distinction in name, 
there is none in fuct between a child that has been deprived of a father’s support, 
a mother’s care by death and one whose father or mother is disabled by mental or 
physical malady or by utter destitution from providing for its support and 
ministering to its wants. There is a Rabbinical adage to the effect, that those 
who are prostrated by sickness and those who have lost their means of subsist- 
ence are accounted by the world as dead. And, indeed, is that poor child other 
than an orphan whose father, stricken by paralysis or afflicted by consumption, 
can neither work for his offspring nor educate them? The Hebrew word ON 
means literally one who is deserted, helpless and stands alone. And in very 
truth, rey child that has been deserted, abandoned by its natural protector, 
every child with respect to whom there is reason to apprehend that he will grow 
up in vice and irreligion, has a claim upon our sympatliy, protection and help, and 
is justified in seeking the hospitality of that institution. Se 
Although the pty Ay, the Abode of Righteousness, as it is not inaptly 
termed, is administered with the greatest possible economy, yet its annual expen- 
diture exceeds its income by £1,500, and it depends upon the success of this 
appeal to free it from its present debt, and to enable it to continue its beneficent 


| work for some few coming years without again appearing in the guise of a 


mendicant. I doubt not that those who have contributed to its maintenance in 


former years will do so now in no grudging spirit, with an unstinted hand. 

But this is not sufficient. When the Sanctuary stood in Jerusalem, emissa- 
lies were sent on the first day of Adar to all the towns in Judea to remind and 
to exhort every Israclite to contribute his half shekel to the service of the 
Temple. And from the money, thus raised, the sacrifices were brought from the 
first of the succeeding Nissan.

I will not weary you with statistics, 
but it has been computed, that there are not less than 50,000 Jewish residents in 
London, ‘You are aware how narrow and small is the inner circle of those who 
uphold our communal institutious not merely by their generous gifts, but by 
their unwearied labour and devotion. There comes then the outer circle of those 
who are synagogue members, and who help to support our charities and schools. 


But beyond this is the limbo, comprising many thousand men and women, to 


whom the welfare, nay, the very existence, of the community is a matter of 
utter indifference, who only care to be buried among us—veritable Jews of the 
cemetery they may be termed. I cannot conceive a more beneficent work, however 
arduous or irksome it may be, than to personally appeal to those who do not 
even give a half shekel as an offering unto the Lord, and to remind them of their 
duty in this respect. Reason with those who are indifferent ; seek to stir their 
hearts. Ask them whether their conscience can absolve them of the sin of afflict- 
ing the orphan, seeing that in their callousness. in their want of thought, if not 
want of heart, they narrow your resources and cripple your efforts. Have not 
the fatherless children among us the right to ery tothe Lord for the selfishness of 
these men Ask them to assist us in the task of rescuing our waifs and strays, 
entreat them to second our exertions, to take these poor emaciated, mentally and 
morally starving children out of the close purlieus of the overcrowded city, 80 
that we may send them forth hardy and sturdy, infusing a healthier spirit among 
our poor. Picture to these men and women who have so long held aloof, how 
these chi dren turn their innocent appealing faces, their eyes full of tears unto 
them as they do unto us, saying, Since God has taken father and mother from us, 
since our parents are unable to maintain us, will you not be unto us-even as 
fathers and as mothers ? And the Lord God seconds their appeal. He says unto 
those who are childless. “Ifyou will rear or help to rear an orphan boy or an 
orphan girl, it will be accounted unto you even as though you have been the 
parent of that child.” Think what potentiality of goodness there may be 1n one 
infant. How great the blessing which one child ean bring unto the world, unto 
our community. Esther was an orphan, she had neither father nor mother, and 


when her father and mother were dead her cousin Mordecai took her for his own 


daughter. What would have become of Israel in the dark season of persecution 
had not Mordecai lovingly brought her up and kindled in her heart burning love 
for her people? Brethren, if it pleased the Lord to call you away from earth 
and you would be obliged to leave your children unprovided for, and your kins- 
men and kinswomen would take your desolate orphaned little ones into their house 
and shelter them and train them and imbue them with love of their ancestral 
faith, would not then your purified soul pray to God in Heaven to bless and to 
protect those that had not left off their kindness to the living and to the dead ? 
Can you not believe that the departed parents of these fatherless boys and girls 
pray to God for those who are the benefactors of the desolate ?

Lord Grevitie asked the Government whether tie would add the name of 


the Chief Rabbi to the Royal Commission to inquire into housing of the working — 


classes. It was within the knowledge of most of their Lordships, that the Jews 
dwelt largely in the East End of London, and that in visiting their poor the 
Jewish clergy became practically acquainted with some of the worst conditions 
of the poor in the metropolis. The Jews looked closely after their poor, and 
administered important and extensive charities. There was every reason on 
these and other grounds, why the Chief Rabbi, as the head of a great religious 
body, should be added to the Royal Commission, and he hoped that Her Majesty's 
Government would see their way clear to add his name to the Commission. 
Lord CArRinGTon: It would be impossible to speak too highly of the 
administration of the numerous charities which are supported by the Jews ; and 


it would be equally impossible to speak of the great experience which they 


obtain amongst the poor in their charitable visitations ; but I am authorised to 
say that the Government do not intend to add any fresh names to the Royal 
Commission. The Government had no doubt that the Rev. Chief Rabbi has 
great knowledge and experience amongst the poor in the City of London, and 
would be able to give most valuable information on the subject ; but so could a 
great inany other gentlemen and noble lords. Then I understood the noble lord 
to say that the Rev. the Chief Rabbi should be added to the Commission as 
the Head of a great religious body ; but Her Majesty’s Government cannot 
agree to that argument.. The number on the Commission is limited, and the 
Government think that any addition now wonld be misplaced. 


DcuBLIN.—The second annual examination of the Sabbath School was. held on 
Sunday, at the synagogue.

ADRIANOPLE.,—The Chief Rabbi of Adrianople has, on the recommendation of 
Aleko Pasha, Governor-General of Eastern Roumelia, been honoured by the Sultan 
withthe Insignia of the Order of the Medjidie. The decoration has been conferred 
on the Chief Rabbi in recognition of the many useful services he has rendered to 
the province of Eastern Roumelia. | 

ALEXANDRIA.—Within a recent period several distinctions have been conferred 
on Jews resident in Alexandria. His Excellency Blum Pasha (a Hungarian core- 
ligionist), Under Secretary of State for TFinance, has been appointed 
by the Queen an Honorary Member of the Civil Division of the Third Class, 
or Companion, of the Order of the Bath. and by the French Government 
Commander of the Legion of Honour, On Signor Abram Piha, Vice- 
President of the Jewish community, and on Baron Bohor de Menasce, Consular 
Agent for the United States of America, the Khedive has conferred the rank of Bey 
of the first and third grade respectively. From an article published in our Italian 
contemporary, the Vessi/lo dsraelitico, the Jews in Alexandria appear to be well 
supplied with the nece:sary religious, educational, and benevolent institutions. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY,—The death of a Hungarian Rabbi, has served as an 
opportunity for recalling a kindly act performed some years ago by the Emperor of 
Germany. The Rabbi was staying at the time in Wiesbaden in order to take the 
waters, ‘The Emperor, who was also in town, frequently met the Rabbi, and at 
length entered into a daily conversation with him. One day His Majesty missed 
the Rabbi from the usual meeting place, and on making enquiries and learning that 
illness was the cause, the Emperor paid a personal visit of some duration to the 
invalid,—The Austrian Minister of Public Instruction has confirmed the appoint- 
ment of Herr Nathan Streissler as Head Master of a public clementary school situ- 
ated in that portion cf Vienna, known as the Leopoldstadt. Herr Streissler is the 
iirst Jew called to such a post, his appointment being due to the law which enaets 
that the Head Master shall be of the same faith as the majority of the pupils. The 
number of scholars, divided according to their religion, is as follows : Roman Catho- 
lics 1,666, Protestants 41, and Jews 2,327.—The Emperor of Austria. received at the 
Palace in Vienna, on the 10th inst., a deputation of orthodox Hungarian Jewish 
Rabbis, who handed His Majesty a memorial protesting against the latest decrees of 
the Minister of Public Worship, which are unfavourable to the orthodox party. 

BupA-PESTH,—The annual meeting of the Jewish commun ty in Buda-Pesth, 
was lately held under the chairmanship of its President, the Deputy Moritz Wahr- 
mann. From the annual report we gather that the Communal school was attended 
by 967 pupils, that 8,038 persons were treated as cither in or out-patients at the 


Jewish hospital, and that the Deaf and Dumb Home has 60 intnates of whom five 


are Roman Catholics. The births were 2089, deaths 1,381, and marriages 472 in 
number, A special service for the young has been introduced in the synagogues, 
and the new Hungarian Temple music will be publishedin the course of the present 
year, The communal funds largely subvention works for the advancement of scien- 


tific and literary knowledge. The expenditure of the community for 1883 amounted 
to 194,065 florins, |
